bombardment over a distant hill. 
The guns spewed their fire In a 
giant "X" down the corridors of 
cellblocks G. H, I and K.

WASHINGTON ffi-A new con- 
ress which could nave a more 


important role than the new presi- 
dent in shaping America's destiny 
n the critical yean ahead will 
be elected Tuesday, along with 29 
governors. 


The 432 men and women who 


will be named to the house of 
representatives and the 31 men 
who will be elected to round out 
he senate's membership of W may 
argely determine the success of 
he new administration: Maine 
sleeted a governor, a senator and 
three representatives on Sept 8. 


Here is a quick summary of tlfe 


side elections Tuesday: 


House

representatives—the 


entire membership of 435 must be 
elected every two years. For con- 
trol of the house, a political "party 
needs 218 seats. The present line- 
up is 232 Democrats. 202 Republi- 
cans and one independent, includ- 
ng four vacancies.

Seeking the 
governorships to be filled are 70 
candidates. 


Historically, but not invariably, 


the political party that wins the 
presidency wins control of con- 
gress. 


The Democrats have a tactical 


edge in the senate in that they 
hold 35 of the seats not at stake 
this year, and five of the 14 Demo- 
crats running this year are from 
southern states and are almost cer- 
tain to win.

In the house, Republicans are

The King James translators had 


eight important Greek manuscripts 
on which to base their translation. 
The modern translators have over 
4.SOO, according to Prof. Adolf 
Deissmann. 


In addition to the various ver- 


sions of the Greek and .Hebrew 
copies of the Bible, thousands of 
pieces of papyrus have been dug 
up from the trash heaps of Egypt. 
•DsjM contain deeds, wills, grocery 
lists, and all kinds of commonplace 
items. 


The study of the Papyri has 


proved that the Greek of the New 
Testament is neither the classical 
Greek of Plato, Homer and Xen 
ophon, nor a supernatural Ian 
guage specially created for .scrip- 
ture use. It is the "koine" Greek, 
the common coinage or popular 
language of the people. 


This fact should be recognized 


bfPtranslating the New Testament 
Into the "English language actually 
used today. Letters discovered 
among the Papyri help us to un 
dsrstand that Paul's Epistles were 
in reality straight forward letters, 
and should be translated accord- 
ingly. 
The three greatest manuscripts 


of the Bible are: *The Vaticanus 
and the Siniaticus, fourth-century 
Greek books now reposing in the 
Vfjbcan Library and the British 
Museum; and the Alexandrian, a 
fifth century manuscript also in 
the British Museum. 


None of these three were avail- 


able to the King James translators 
In fact, the Alexandrian Codex or 
Book was given to King James by 
Cyril Lucar, Patriarch of Constan- 
tinople, just a little too late to be 
used in the version that bears his 
name. It did not arrive in England 
t.^1627, when Charles I was on 
the throne. 


Of this manuscript only ten 


leaves are missing from the Old 
Testament. 
Among the leaves 


missing from the New Testament 
are 25 from the beginning of St. 
Matthew, two from St. John, and 
three from Corinthians. This Co- 
dex, or book, is written on pages 
of fine vellum about 12Vi by 1C 
indies, with two columns of Greek 
^•Jting on each page. 773 leaves 
remain out of the original 820 
pages. 


The Vaticanus is a fourth-cen 


tury book of about 700 pages of 
finest vellum about B foot square. 
It has lost chapters 1-16 of the 
Book of Genesis, Psalms 105-137, 
and of the New Testament, all thai 
follows after Hebrews 9:14. The 
Codex Siniaticus was discovered 
iiLthe monastery of St. Catherine 
atfMt. Sinai by Constantine Tisch 
endorf, and secured in 1859 for the 
library in St. Petersburg. 


It is from the fourth, century, 


and contains the entire New Tes- 
tament, the Epistle of Barnabas

and part of the "Shepherd" of 
Hermas. in addition to a great por- 
tion of the Old Testament. It is 
written on fine vellum measuring 
15 by 13% Inches, four columns to 
the page. 


The Siniaticus manuscript was 


published in 1862 and made such 
a profound impression that the 
desire for a Revised edition of the 
King James Version caused the 
Convocation of the Church of Eng- 
land in 1870 to authorize It. The 
New Testament was given to the 
world in 1881 and the Old Testa- 
ment in. 1885. The American Re- 
vision appeared in 1901. 


Both British and American edi

The latest fruit of scholarship 


consists of two outstanding trans 
lations of' the New Testament. Tin 
Roman Catholic scholar, Monsig 
ior-(Ronald} Knox, left Oxford in 
1939 to devote'himself to a new 
translation from the Vulgate 
Where the meaning of the Vul 
gate is unclear he consults the 


Greek text. Where the Vulgate 
and the Greek differ, he indicates 
the Greek reading in a footnote in 
English. He alms for clarity, us- 
ing no expression that is not cur- 
rent in modern English. 


His translation was issued in 


weekly installments in the London 
•Tablet." and corrected on the 
basis of criticism! sent in by lead- 
ers. Published by Sheed.and Ward 
rn 1944. it has the "Nlhil Obstat" 
of Arthur J. Scanlan, S. T. D., Cen- 
sor Ubrorum, and the "Imprlma- 
ur," of Francis J. Spellman, D.D., 
Archbishop. New York, (now Car- 
dmal Spellman.) 


Monsignor Knox's translation is 


beautifully printed in a book of 
573 paces'measuring 3'i by 8! 
inches, one column to the page. 
Verse numbers are indicated on 
the left hand side of the page. 
Protestant as well as Roman Cath- 
olics will benefit greatly from,his 
excellent work. 


The other great recent transla- 


tion is called the Revised Standard 
Version of the Bible." The New 
Testament appeared in 194$, and 
the complete Bible is just off the 
press. 


The first edition of the complete 


Bible comprised five million 
copies. In order to assure accuracy 
in reprinting, the Revised Standard 
Version of the Bible is copyright- 
ed by the Division of Christian 
Education of the National Council 
of Churches of Christ in the United 
States of America. 


In 1937 a panel of 32 scholars was 


chosen to proceed with the work'of 
translation. An advisory board of 
50 representatives of the denomi- 
nations worked with the transla- 
tors. The Old and New Testament 
panels had to submit their .work to 
each other and every suggestion 
had to receive.a two-third vote be- 
fore it was accepted. A bare ma- 
jority was all that was required in 
the 1901 translation. 


After one great scholar had pre 


pared a translation of a portion of 
the Bible the whole committee 
spent several hours together ana- 
lyzing and criticizing every page 
before it was accepted for print- 
ing. As a result the present trans- 
lation is the finest combination of 
accuracy, beauty and vigor that 
has ever come from a group of 
translators. 


It may never supplant the King 


James Version for pulpit use, but 
it will become the Bible most read 
and best understood by the people. 


The reasons for the need of mod- 


ern translation can M •ummarizea 
a* follows: 


1. We have far greater resource* 


of Ancient Greek and Hebrew 
manuscripts than have been avail* 
able in the past. 


2. We have better knowledge of 


Greek and Hebrew languages for 
the study of the manuscripts. 


3. Changes in (he meaning of 


English words and the complete 
disuse of other old English words 
makes the older version confusing 
to modern readers. 


The best way to test the value of 


the Revised Standard Version of 
the Bible is to get a copy and sam- 
ple it yourself. It is available in 
your community library.

1, 2, 3, 9, AND 10 OF ARTICLE IX AMD

Explanation of Amendment 


This amendment would revise Section 1 of 


Article DC to' permit the General Assembly 
to classify property for tax purposes, sub* 
ject to the following restrictions: (1) the 
classifications are to be based on the naturo 
and 'characteristics of the property and not 
on the nature, characteristics, residence or 
business of the owner or the amount or 
number owned; (2) all real estate is to con- 
stitute one class, except that lands used for 
forestry purposes and mineral tights in land 
may each be classified separately; and (3) 
if any class of property is taxed by valua- 
tion, such tax is to be uniform as to the) 
class. 


This amendment would also revise Section 


3 of Article DC to pesmit the General As- 
sembly to levy or authorize the levy of 
miscellaneous types of taxes, such to bo 
uniform upon the same class of subject* 
within the territorial limits of th* authority 
levying the tax.
